Scale No Snap 


Flow er-grow ing Is a very exact­ 
ing business for those who m ust 
do it com m ercially. 
It m ay be 
quite su rprising to th e patrons of 
the florist to learn th a t a few lf 
any of the flow ers they buy In 
his shop “ Just g rew " like the fa­ 
mous Topsy, but this Is the case. 
Nearly every variety needs the 
most careful atten tio n from the 
time the actnal seed 
is 
planted 
till the flowers are sold. 
"G row ing flow ers for 
sale 
is 
different from Just garden p lan t­ 
ing." "V arieties which will keep 
fresh for a long tim e In the u n ­ 
favorable 
conditions 
to 
which 
they are subjected afte r they are 
cut and sold m u st be developed 
by cultivation and breeding. 
"T here are h u n d red of diseases 
which m ust he gu ard ed against. 
Rome of them do no affect th e 
appearance of th e flow er 
at 
all, 
and cannot be dlacovered except 
by an expert. B ut they do vitally 
nffcrt th e lasting quality of the 
flower, especially a fte r It Is cut. 
"The care of flow ers Is very 
closely akin to th e care of chil­ 
dren. Like children, flowers can­ 
not tell you w hat Is wrong with 
them. 
They m ust be very closely 
watched; the beds in which they
